Immediately following the open- 
ing of the meeting at 340 p.m. 
Wang Ching-wei moved that Tsai|

‘Mr. Tsai, upon taking the chair, 
made a-short report of the purpose 
of the meeting of the day and re- 
quested the members to exchange 

jews freely on any question that) 
‘might come up for discussion. 

‘The first motion was proposed! by 
Wang Ching-wei who stated that| 
since there were 36 members pre- 
ent, constituting a quorum, the 
meeting should be declared asthe 
first formal session of the preli 
inary conference and the motion’ 
was carried, 

The next question brought up for 
discussion was the shooting incident! 
of November 22 in Nanking when| 
several students were shot «while 
holding a popular celebration of the 
success of the Western Expedition, 
Jagainst Tang Seng-chi. Teai Yuan- 
pel and Tan’ Yen-kai, who were ap- 
pointed by the Government to in- 
‘vestigate the affair, made a detailed 
report of the incident. The mect- 
ing, after a full consideration of the 
circumstances decided to institute 
judicial inquiry by a special court 
‘and to suspend those who have been| 
publicly charged as being respon- 
[sible for the affair. 

Following the disposal of this 
Jquestion, Wang Ching-wei moved

regular. Mr. Wang made it clear 
that his attitade must not be in- 
terpreted as an attack on the mem-| 
bbers of the Committee, most of whom | 
are members of the Central Ex. 
ecutive Committee. Tsai Yuan-pei 
‘then explained that the Special Com-| 
mittee was created by foree of ci 
cumstances and, as these circum. 
/stances were no longer existent, there 
‘seemed no necessity for the further 
jexistence of the Committee, Other 
members also discusse) the matter, 
jand they all agreed that the 
'Special Committee should be abolish- 
‘ed, and that the Central Executive 
Committee be ordered to resume its 
funetion to act in its place, pending! 
‘the conclusion of the 4th’ Plenary: 
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Lastly, Miao Bin spoke on the 
Canton situation, but, in view of the 
complicated nature of the occur 
rence, the meeting decided to post 
one ‘discussion on that subject for 
the time being, reserving its con- 
ideration in the formal. meetings 
‘the 4th Plenary Session, 
Dec. 5. 

Two impértant decisions were 
reached at the second meeting of the 
preliminary conference of the Cen- 
tral Executive Committe of the 
Kuomintang yesterday, The first 
decision was to the effect that the 
Central Special Committee shall be 
abolished upon the formal conven- 
tion of the Fourth Plenary Session; 
all important military and eivil 
councils established by the Special 
Committee, however, shall, during 
the period’ of the meeting of | the 
preliminary conference, refer theit 
Gecisions to the preliminary con- 
ference for sanction. The second 
resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted ‘after a short diseui 
fixed the number of the Standing 
Conmmittee of the Central Executive 
Committee at nine x» provided by 
the Constitution of the Party.

other proposals, submitted ‘for the 
approval of his colleagues, the 
following measures which are being 
seriously considered by the con 
ference: 

1, That exact connotation of the 
Ming Song ‘principle be given and 
publicly announced by tho Party, 
differentiating it from Communism: 

2. That those who have, either 
volintarily or otherwise, been 
‘Known as “Lefts” be ordered by the 
Party to define their attitude, 
understanding and interpretation 
of the Party's principles; 

3. That financial control be cen- 
tralized so that the danger of one 
military authority holding certain

4, That the control of all military 
authorities be unified, all private en- 
listing of soldiers being absolutely.

DR. C. C. WU PROTESTS 


Dee. 

Within a comparatively few 
days Dr. C.C. Wu, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the Nanking 
administration, has supplied the 
press with three interesting com- 
positions for publication after a 
long and marked ‘silence. In a 
Chinese official such a display, 
of energy is sometimes a sign 
of reviving assurance and con-| 
fidence, but much more often it 
is evidence of a lack of both. 
From the tons of Dr. Wu's state- 
‘ments on the matter of wireless 
installations in the International 
Settlement and the French Con- 








Spanish Treaty; and, now, 
the opposition ‘to the Mor- 
gan loan to the South Man-| 


churia Railway, we gather that 
there is, in his display of assur- 
ance a great deal of the arrog- 
ance of dzspair. His so-called 
government has no rights in any 
of the matters upon which he 
has written, except these which 
it assumes.” Enjoying no inter- 
nation recognition as a de| 
facto or a de jure, authority in 
China, remarks and protests and 
the like from Dr. Wu must be 
in the sight of the Powers the 
remarks and protests of a private 
Chinese individual, though re- 
senting, as it happens, an organi- 
zation of Chinese with a criminal 
record and the temporary physi- 
eal power to do quite a lot of 
damage. 

When Dr. Wu addresses him- 
self to foreign governments, 
therefore, on Lehalf of the non- 
existant Chinase nation, he is 
entitled to just about the same 
consideration that Washington 
might give to Mr. A.J. Cook, let 
us say, were he, as the leader 
of a tadieal labour group, to 
cable communications about the 
world in Great Britain's name 
protesting against President 
Coolidge’s decision to build more 
cruisers. Dr. Wu is not ignorant, 
moreover, that this is approxi- 
mately his position, so that the 
higher his pretensions to dictate 
to this or that foreign govern- 
ment, or even to the foreign com- 
munities here, the stronger is 
the impression made upon us of 
the weakness of his position. 
A self-confident government, 
enjoying real authority and 
axsured of both the loyalty of its| 
people and the respect of other 
xovernments, does not have to 
“bluft” or ‘assume rights to 
which it has no claim, to cover 
its weaknesses, but can afford 
to earn its prerogatives before 
claiming them, to acknowledge 
its sins, and pay for its mistakes 
before claiming consideration in 
the name of international amity, 
and to discharge its obligations 
under old agreements before 
secking through negotiation the 
substitution of more favourable 
agreements. Itis only the guilty 
wenkling among would-be-na- 
tions that blusters to cover a 
sense of failure and a fear of 
Just retribution. 

In his private capacity, Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei, has recently 
made statements which are es- 
sentially a confession of the 
Kuomintang’s criminal folly in 
pursuing an anti-foreign cam- 
paign of a most outrageous and| 
barbarous character under Red! 
wuidanés and has suggested a 
radieal change in tactics. We 

doubt Mr. Wang's 
particularly in his 
supposed revulsion of feeling’ 
against affiliation with 
munism, but the confession of 
error is on record and this is 
more than we have ever heard 
from any responsible organ of 
the Kuomintang or any, of the 
several “Nationalist” ‘admini- 
trative groups. Dr. Wa knows 
‘that in international relations 
as in the church and in all pri 
vate relations between indivi- 
duals, there can be no real 
forgiveness without confession 
and atcnement and, that, until 
the sinner shows some sign of 
repentance, any “airs” that he 
gives himself can be looked upon 
as nothing but an aggravation 
of the offences of the past. 

‘The question of wireless in- 
stallations in fereign-controlled|

“force of circumstances” in- 
variably overrides the sagest, 
decisions: of ‘legal pundits, in 
public as in private life, and our 
“Nationalists” have created such 
circumstances, without promise 
‘of amendment, as warrant the 
governing bodies of the Inter- 
national Settlement and the 
French Concession in taking any 
measures within these areas for! 
the safety, comfort, conveniences 
and profit of the residents that 
would be taken by a sovereign 
stale surrounded by irrespun- 
sible and hostile neighbours 
and are fully warranted, while 
such circumstances persist, in 
ignoring the claims and protests 
of unrecognized groups, bands 
for cliques that pretend to gov- 
ernmental dignity while guilty 
of the forfeiture of considera 
tion. 

Much the same may be said 
of the denunciation of the 
Spanish treaty, except that in 
this instances, it must be added 
that Dr. Wu is taking action on 
behalf of what he alleges to be 
a government which no govern- 
ment but that of the USSR. 
would take while making any 
claim to the world’s respect. The 
‘Spanish treaty has not lapsed, 
nor can it be abrogated except 
by mutual agreement as the 
result of negotiation, A. recog. 
nized Chinese government would 
have the right to demand 
the revision of the tariff and 
commercial clauses by negotia 
tion, but of none of the clauses 
giving Spanish subjects ext 
territorial and other essential 
rights, There is no recognized 
Chinese government, however, 
and Dr. Wu's administration 
has had no negotiations leading 
to revision of the treaty nor is 
it entitled to enter into such 
negotiations. The denunciation 
of the treaty at this time is sim- 
ply a highanded, unilateral at- 
tempt at violation .of a solemn 
agreement, undertaken because 
Nanking thinks that Spain is not 
80 equipped in the Orient as to 
resist or resent such action. If 
Spain assumes a passive attitude 
and allows either Peking or 
Nanking tc take such a step as} 
this unresented, a really vicious| 
precedent will’ be established 
which will cost us all infinite! 
trouble in the future. 

Finally we have Dr. Wu giving! 
out, ax an appendix to an inter-| 
view the text of a cablegram 
which he addressed to Secretary| 
of State Kellogg appealing! 
against the Morgan loan  of|

THE SOVIET STORM 
CENTRE 
Dec. 8. 

The further statement of 
Peking’s policy in dealing with 
the agents of the USSR. in 
China, from our Peking  cor- 
respondent, which we published 
‘yesterday filled conspicuous gaps 
in the earlier report of Feng- 
tien’s attitude towards Red 
Russia in a fashion which is not 
too encouraging. Piecing the 
two reports together, we -now’ 
know that Chang Tsodin and 
his followers consider that, since 
the Embassy is no longer used 
as the supreme directorate of 
Red subversion and crime in 
China, the Shanghai Consulate- 
General is probably the major 
Suviet base in this country and 
therefore the storm centre. It 
is also made clear that the Pe- 
king administration would not} 
only like to see this breedi 
place of infinite trouble clos 
te its dependents, the Chinese 
Communists, and ‘its “workers” 
expelled from territory under 
foreign jurisdiction so that the 
local authorities could deal with 
them by purely Chinese methods, 
In the earlier report it was also 
‘emphasized ‘that Peking could 
not understand why the Munfci- 
pal authorities did not take 
action against the Red Consulate, 
thereby contributing a little 
something to the campaign 
which Chang Tso-lin has hither- 
to had tu conduct single handed, 

All of this should give us no} 
little moral support in our 
demand for the Consulate's 
removal, but the inquiry which| 
we made editorially a few da 
agu into Chang Tso-lin’s rea- 
sons for allowing Comrade Kos- 
lovsky and other agents to retain 
their exequatur, originally re- 
ceived from Peking, is now 
answered in terms which are 
scmewhat depressing. ‘The with- 
drawal of consular exequaturs 
would be equivalent to a com- 
plete breach of relations with 
Soviet Russia and, with neither 
material nor moral support cf 
the anti-Bolshevist Powers be- 
hind Chang Tso-lin or any other 
‘Chinese leader who now oppcses| 
Red machinations, Russia might 
be moved by such a complete 
breach to take action which 
Chang Tso-lin, with all his 
domestic troubles, could not face 
unless he had the pledged sup- 
port of the Powers. We learn 
also that the Legations are un- 
able te promise him anything, 
much as they would like to see 
action taken here, so that it 
very unlikely that the General- 
issimo will withdraw Comrade 
Koslovsky’s exequatur and give 
notice of it to the Municipal 
authcrities on his own initiative, 
For this we can scarely blame| 
him. We can see his point of 
view. But, at the same time, we 
are convinced that he | ex- 
aggerates the possible dangers 
that might follow a breach of 
relations. Soviet Russia has 
tov much trouble at home and 
is too ill-prepared to fight any- 
‘one to challenge the unfriendly 
Powers by anything like military, 
encroachment upon China. We 
are eonvineed that Japan alone 
would stifiy resist any attempt 
at actual physical intrusion upon| 
Manchuria, Chibli, or adjacent 
parts of Inner Mongolia, The 
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protection of China from Sovi 
encrcachment could not possibly 
be construed as jintervention 
interference in domestic affal 
because even the most delicatel 
considerate Powers have pledge 
themselves to.the safeguarding 
of China's territorial integrity, 
and sovereign rights at confer- 
ences attended by approving 
Chinese delegates, and if any 
force in the East had proved 
itself hostile to the integrity of 
whet used to be the Chinese Em. 
pire and to China's political well 
being, it is Soviet influence. We 
cannot sce what consideration 
could possibly stand in the way 
of a joint statement from the 
major Powers, addressed im- 
partially to all the unrecognized 
Chinese administrations to the 
effect that if thelr efforts to 
extirpate Communist propaganda 
and Red criminal activity 
brought them into hostile con- 
tact with the USSR. they could 
have international support’ for 
the asking, 

Locally, as we sce our pro- 
blem of staving off trouble that 
is traceable to Red agitation, it 
is our business to take the 1 
itiative which Chang  Tso-lin 
hesitates to take without moral 
support and to ereate such a 
demand for the removal uf the 
Consulate that Peking will feel 
warranted in saying that Com- 
rade Koslovsky’s retention of his 
exequatur depends upon h 
evacuation of a community in 
which he is su much persona non 
grata, that his presence here 
jeopardizes Peking’s friendly re- 
lations with the most important 
foreign commercial community 
in this country. ‘To this end we 
are far from advocating such 
strenucus measures as the 
gentleman who signed himself 
“Scum” in our correspondence 
columns suggested _yestorday.

THE POLITICS OF

‘Changes in Command of Armies: 
Contract for Gunboats 





From Our OWN ContesroxDent 
Hongkong, Nov. 26. 

‘The recent military change in 
Canton has very little effect on the 
trade outlook in Hongkong.* The 
biggest contract made by the milit- 
ary authorities through General Li 
Chi-hsin( locally known as Li Ch 
sum), who is now replaced by 
Generals Chang Fa-kuei and Husang, 
Chi-hsiang, is stated to be with a 
Tocal shipbuilding concern for the 
‘construction of eight gunboats of the 
Tatest design and armed with 
guns to be supplied by a certain 
foreign country. About $1,000,000 
Hongkong currency has been paid 
fas the first instalment. The new 
Commissioner of Military Affairs, 
General Chu Hui-yat, has found 
that there is still $700,000 ready for 
final payment. Constructions of 
these gunboats, it is understood, are 
now still going on, and apparently 
they will be delivered to the pretent 
authorities upon completion, 

‘The Coup Against Li Chi-hsin 
According to the supporters of 
General Li Chi-hsin in Hongkong, it 
is learned that when he left for 
Shanghai, he never dreamt that 
Chang Fa-kuel and Huang Chi- 
hhsiang would plan a coup d'état in 
hhig absence. As a matter of fact, 
he gave Chang Fa-kuei $50,000 for 
‘expenses to travel and study milit- 
‘ary science and tactics abroad. This 
was virtually a way to buy him off, 
Li knowing that he had a larger 
army. Chang said he would first go to 
Japan, and joined Li Chi-hsin and 
Wang’ Ching-wel on their trip to 
Hongkong en route to Shanghai, But 
when the three arrived here, Chang. 
intimated that he would stay in this 
colony a little while, Ag soon as 
Li and Wang left the harbour, 
Chang Fa-kuel directed the coup 
from Hongkong with the able as- 
sistance of Huang — Chi-hsiang. 
ing then returned to Canton and 
was Immediately elected to be the 
acting chairman of the Provisional 
Military Council, 

‘An imminent clash between Chang 
Fa-kGei and Wang Ching-wei on the 
fone hand and Li Chi-hsin was pre- 
dicted in my despatch published on 
November 17. According to a close 
Geiend of Wang Ching-wel, it is 
possible that he knew something 
‘about the intended coup before he 
departed from: Hongkong. He is 
‘closely identified with the Iron 
Geraral, Chang Fa-kuei, His many 
‘admirers here. venture to believe 
that in case the fourth session of 
the Central Executive Committee 
fails to meet in Shanghai or Nat 
ing, Wang Ching-wei will return

JOHN ARCHIBALD OF 
HANKOW 


Appreciation of a Great Pioneer: 
Work from 1876 Onwards 


‘The following article taken from 
the magazine of the National Bible 
Society of Scotland is from the 
pen of Dr. J. Wallace Wilson:— 
By the death of Mr. Jobn| 
Archibald at Huntly, just after his 
return from China in May.last, one 
of the early pioneers in the service 
of the National Bible Society has 
passed away. He arrived in China 
in 1876, and joined the Far Eastern 
staff of the Society, being stationed 
for a short time at Chefoo contem- 
poraneously with the late Dr. Alex. 
Williamson and, Mr. Robert Lilley. 
Mr. Archibald’s arrival at Chefoo 
coincided with a period of severe 
famine in north China, which 
brought with it .an epidemic of 
malignant fever that was responsible 
for many deaths among the Chinese.

Frost 4 Connesroxoene 
Kiukiang, Nov. 27. 

Reports have come in of several

tions are so bad that the road to 
Jaochow is now closed to traffic, as

IN JAPANESE DIET 





Minseito’s Plans to Bring ‘About a Dissolution this Session: 
Another Example of Spy Scare 





Fao Our Ow 
Tokyo, Nov. 18. 

Despite the objections raised by, 
fa section of naval experts, the Navy 
Department has decided’ to build 
another dirigible to take the place 
‘of the N-3 which was destroyed last 
‘month during the. naval manoeuvres. 

‘This dirigible was assembled and 
bullt in Japan under the direct 
‘supervision of Colonel Nobilé who| 
came out all the way from Italy 
‘to instruct the Japanese in the way| 
such craft should be constructed. 
‘The N-3 was a sistorship to 
dirigible in which Raould Amundsen, 
Golonel Nobilé and Mr, Ellsworth 
flow across the North Pole. 

‘The new dirigible is to be built 
entirely by Japanese and with Ja- 
panese material, ‘The naval experts! 
Of this country claim that they are] 
now fully conversant with the’ 
secrets necestary to build such craft} 
‘and that Japanese industrial plants] 
are quite capable of supplying the} 
parts needed, ‘The cost of the new 
Airigible is put at Yen 200,000 and 
it is to be given tho same name as| 
‘the vessel which was destroyed. 

‘According to details given’ out| 
by the Navy Department, the new 
Airigiblo will measure 82 ‘metres in 
Tongth, 14° metres where it is 
Widest’ ond 18 metres in height, 
‘The gas bag will have a capacity] 
of 7,500 cubic metres, ‘The driving 
power will consist of two 120-| 
hhorse-power engines eapable of 
attaining  maximun speed of 110) 
Kilometres an hour and the new] 
eraft will be manned by six men, 
‘as was tho former N-3.

Story of the Sensational Shooting in a Disused House: 
2 Wounded Constable’s Graphic Tale 


‘The inquest over the remains of 
vthe late P. C. Thomas , Robert 
Francis, who was shot and_killed| 
by un armed kidnapper on Novem-| 
ber 26, was resumed on Tuesday in 
H, M, Coroner's Court before Mr. 
1." Morris. Chief Inspr. Aiers 
conducted the police evidence. 

‘The most interesting evidence was 
the story of P. C, Read, taken at} 
his bedside in General” Hospital, 
‘who accompanied P. C. Franeis into| 
the deserted house where he, him- 
self, was seriously shot. 

‘The convalescent, constable said 
‘that he had just finished his tiffin, 
after giving evidence at the Public 
Mortuary during the inquest over| 
‘the bodies of two armed robbers, 
who he had shot on the day pre-| 
vious. His boy came to his room 
‘and told him that an armed robber' 
hhad been shot and was lying in the| 
compound. Just as he went down- 

irs, he saw the police posse 
leaving. 

Whilst standing there news of 
the search of the Kuling Road— 
Peiho Road area reached the station,| 
and he returned to his room, put 
fon his tunic, and, as all 45" Colt} 
‘automatics had been taken, he took 
his brother's personal ‘38 Colt 
pistol and three clips, and hurried 
to the vieinity. 


‘Traced by Blood Stains 
On approaching the scene he met 
‘tha late constable, and after con- 
sultation, they decided to search for. 
blood stains. ‘Together with a party 
of Chinese constables, they entered! 
‘the devustated area behind Kuling 
Road, and here found stains. He, 
Being of the opinion that the 
wounded man, who Francis had shot: 
arlicr in the day, might be under 
the flooring, the party pulled up 
some of the Joards in the row of 
deserted ond “tumble-down" houses, 
facing on Kuling Road. Witness 
then sent constable for tools. 

‘About this time, he went on to| 
say, P. C. Allen called out that he| 
had found ‘fresh blood stains, and| 
the party followed the trail to the 
Yast house at the end of the alley- 
way. Whilst testing the strength| 
of the scantlings placed over the 
door, the tools arrived and they tore 
‘one batten off. 

‘A Chinese constable entered first, 
witness added, he following, pistol 
in hand, fully loaded and cocked. 
Witness’ pushed past the Chineso| 
‘and entered the darkened  room,_ 
making for cover between the motor 
lorry and the west wall of the 
room, He looked under the lorry 
and in front of it’ for secroted 
persons. 

"Shots rang out, and I rushed 
forward to get into position,” wit. 
‘noss continued, “and whilst opposite, 
the driver's seat, T was shot in the 
stomach. I saw the flash of a pistol 
to my right.” 

Witness then described how he 
pitched forward, falling in the 
corner in a doubled up position. 

“T saw a man on the driver's 






































seat,” P. C. Read added, “he fired 
fat me once moro and I emptied my| 
weapon as quickly as possible. 


‘Then I heard the robber's pistol 
strike the lorry as it fell. I fell 
back into tho ‘corner, fect toward 
the lorry. My pistol, not attachd| 
with a lanyard, fell away from me.”| 


Hit, but “I've Got Him" 

‘The wounded officer then tried to| 
communicate with those outside, 
not knowing that P. C. Francis had 
been killed, and called out, “George, 
I'm hit, he's here, but I've got him.”| 
He did’ not believe that anyone had 
heard what he said, although it 
Seemed as though, someone said 
“Right” soveral times. ‘Then all 
‘was quiet, 

Witness added that he remained 
still for some minutes, as he thought. 
‘that perhaps other robbers. mi 
be in the house, and he was w 
armed. 

‘Some minutes later he. heard 
Chief Inspr. iors on the lorry say, 
“Francis, dead. 

He called to his superior, who 
‘came to his side. Witness had not

P. C, Read’s predicament. Witness 
returned to the spot and found the| 
dead body of Francis on the lorry, 
and as he spoke to him, not being 
‘aware that he was dead, he heard 
P.C, Read call out. He then 
‘Sramshed open the shutters and sent | 
P. C, Read to hospital. 

‘The Verdict 


Several Chinese constables and] 
Chinese detectives gave corrobora-| 
tive evidence, and Detn-Sgt. Grubb 
told of his later investigations. 

Dr. A. D. Wall, in giving evidenee, 
said that he examined deceased at 
‘the General Hospital on Saturday 
afternoon and performed an autopsy 
Jat the Public Mortuary. The bullet| 
hhad entered between the fifth and 
sixth ribs on the left side and he 
extracted it from under the right 
shoulder blade, Mr. I. T. Morris 
sxamined the fatal missile. In the 
of witness, death was! 
practizally instantaneous. 

‘The Court returned. the following 
verdict:— 

I. find That Thomas Robert 
Francis died at Shanghai on the 
26th day of November, 1927, as a 
result of a wound inflicted on him 
by a pervon sine dead. 

T might add that it is most re- 
Jerettabio that the life of a valuablo| 
‘and estecmed police officer should 
have been taken by one whose only’ 
object in life was probably loot and| 
under. ‘The decoased died bravely’ 
in the execution of his duty and T 
wish to tender my deepest sympathy | 
with the relatives and the police 
foree generally in the sad loss they 
Mhave sustained. 

T avo take this opportunity of 
congratulating the other _police| 
oficers — particularly . Constable 
Rend, whose part in this affair is| 
already known. Although seriovus- 
ly wounded, himself, he was able,

the kidnapped man signalled to him, 
According to Mr, Keefe's account, 
he was walking west along Range 
Road, between North Honan and 
Fushan Roads, at about 8.50 on Tues- 
day morning when he met an open 
car coming west. It appeared to be 
having. shight “engine trovble as it 
‘was travelling slowly. A Chinese 
was driving it and. three Chinese 
were seated in fhe back, the middle 
one being a large man who nodded 
to Mr. Keefe several times. This 
did not immediately strike the for. 
cigner ag unusual although he did 
not recognize the Chinese. He 
thought possibly the man was some- 
fone who knew him but whom he 
could not at the moment recall 
Going few paces beyond the car 
some sort of suspicion crossed his 
mind, however, and Mr. Keefe looked 
round. He saw the Chinese in the 
riddle of the back seat still nodding 
to him and obviously making some 
kind'of an appeal for help, and as 
the foreigner turned to go towards 
the ear by this time showing greater 
signs of engine trouble, three re- 
volver shots rang out, the first be- 
ing muffled and apparently fired in- 
side the ear and” the other two 
louder. “In Mr. Keefe’s opinion 
however, a small calfbre revolver had 
boen used. All this took place in a 
very short space of time and in a 
flash the three Chinese kidnappers 
were out of the car, each running in 
2. different fang was 
staggering out of the ear, alo, when 
Mr. Keefe gained the spot. As two 
of the kidnappers ran up Range 
Road and disappeared into alleyways 
‘and the third ran into a crowded 
alleyway in Fushan Road, Mr. Keefe 
‘only about £0 yards in pursuit, 
before he returned to the wounded 
vax. bleeding profusely 
from one leg and appeared to be! 
‘wounded in the abdomen. He could 
not talk, according to Mr. Keefe, 
‘who asked him his mame in both 
Chinese and English, but this 
speechless state appeared to have 
been due moze te fright than to his 
etual physical condition.

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TERRIFIC EXPLOSION AT LUNGHUA 





ilding Blown to Fragments During Operation of Drying 


Gunpowder 


FA. tremendotis explosion, heard all 
over the French Concession and for| 
approximately five li round the 
Lunghua Arsenal took place» on 
‘Thursday morning at about 8.30 
o'elock when powder, through un- 
Known causes, burst’ into flames 
and caused the death of four 
Nationalist soldiers working in 
‘the powder factory, injuries to 
five others, demolition of one! 
‘building and damages to ten 
‘others. ‘The four men, were blown, 
to bits. “A search after the flames: 
had been got under control about | 
10 o'clock revealed only charred and 
dismembered pieces of their bodies, 
three of which were identified, while| 
the fourth was apparently complete- 
ly annihilated by the gruesome] 
thoroughness of the explosion. 


Cause of Accident Unknown 
‘These men were, it is. thought, 
drying some powder which had 
become damp, ns they had been 
Assigned to this task, but whether| 
foul piay of some kind caused the 
explosion or whether the heat used 
Jn the drying process was the ea 
‘was not known, according to a 
Hionalist officer’ interviewed by a] 
representative of this journal at 
Tannghua on. Thursday. 

‘At about 8:20 the first report was 
heard, and was almost immediately 
followed by a second.

Villagers throughout the district 
were frightened within an inch of| 
their lives when the explosion was. 
heard, and the repercussion caused

Works the vibration of the report 
]was registered by those who had 
arrived for work, and a dense cloud 
of smoke was seen rising in the 
direction of Lunghua, according to 
‘a foreigner in the offices of the 
srmer flace.

Society's Hall on Monday afternoon, 
whon Dr. Herbert Chatley, recently’ 
returned fr-in long leave ‘at home, 
addressed an interested gathering on. 

‘Recent Scientific Controversies.” 

His wide reading and firm grasp 
of all that he studies enabled the| 
lecturer to acquaint his auditors, | 
‘most lucidly and accurately, with all 
that has been agitating the scientific 
world for some time past. No doubt 
‘the most interesting of his numerous 

wsions was that with regard to 
Sir Arthur Keith's now world-| 
famous address at the last meeting’ 
Jof the British Association, in which 
it was sought to justify Charles. 
Darwin in toto, the echo of which 
promises to furnish Britain with a. 
most celebrated heresy trial, in- 
‘volving the Bishop of Birmingham. 

‘That Dr. Chatley’s audience should 
number those who hail Professor| 
Keith as a true prophet, as well as 
those who regard him as a tool of| 
tho devil, was made manifest in the 
subsequent discussion, 

‘Th lecturer did not confine hi 
self to this topic by any means. 
Vitalism, Psychology, Economies, 
Relativity, Astronomy, Chemistry, 
land Physics each claimed his atten- 
tion; that is to say, certain aspects 
of these that have been the subject| 
‘of recent controversy were dis- 
cussed. The importance of the 
Mendelian Theory of Heredity was 
dealt with, and the apparently un- 
ending controversy respecting this| 
and Vitalism was emphasized. So, 
too, in the realm of Psychology, 
‘where the behaviourists and the it~ 
trospectionists are at. daggers 
drawn.

ment not 100 miles from Shanghai, 

‘was ran under foreign management, 

and in that period had built up a 

very fine business: a fine interna 

tional reputation; a regular business 
with responsible foreign firms; had 

secured important contracts from a 

leading foreign Powor; had mado 

large profits for the Chinese Gove 
ernment, and had built up a large 
financial resorve. Just a year ago 
the foreign management was 
ousted, and certain Chinese officials 
placed’ in charge, In that short 

Period the whole of the reserves of 

the establishment have been dis 

ited; it has lost all its principal 
foreign business; the works are 
practically idle; and the monthly 
wages bill has. increased 55 per 
cent. That increase in the wages 
bill is due solely to the fact that 
the new Chinese managers have 
brought in a horde of their own 
relatives and friends, and the only 
work these hangers-on do is to 
collect wages, 

Another striking example of 
China's “progress” is furnished by 
Tsingtao. Some months ago a let- 
ter appeared in your paper, show- 
ing how Tsingtao had deterioriated 

ince it was banded over to China 
by the Japanese. Certain state- 
ments in that letter were contra- 
dicted by a well-known Tsingtao 
resident, who wat afraid the state- 
ments would affect the usual sum- 
mer influx. A visitor who has 
spent a few months at Tsingtao 
hhas just returned to Shanghai, and 
ven a tow: examples

tion is practically neglected, and 
there is no system of hqusehold 
refute removal.

proof vests, which contracts had 
been produced by the defence.| 
‘After hearing this evidence, the| 
President announced that in ac-| 
cordance with the Swiss Code of 
‘Criminal Procedure, the Court had| 
the right to suspend the trial of the| 
jcase to enable new evidence to be 
pdduced. As the act of accusation 
Jonly contained charges of fraué, 
forgery, and destruction of docu- 
ments, and as the accused had pro-| 
duced’ at the hearing — documents| 
which he had made use of as 
Jgenuine documents and on which| 
‘were alleged forgeries, a further| 
charge must be added “that he did| 
make use of forged documents.”| 
Further, as it was impossible, ac-| 
cording to Swiss criminal procedure, 
this further charge to the 
original act of accusation without 
‘an adjournment, the case would be 
adjourned sine die, during which| 
period of adjournment, M. Chasse, 
of the Criminal Investigation De: 
tment of the French police,| 
would examine at leisure the 
signatures appearing on the two) 
Jcontracts before the Court, and also| 
the signatures appearing on other| 
documents produced in the course] 
Jof, the trial. The hearing would 
probably be resumed about the 
middle of this week. 


‘Two Documents Compared 

Mr. E. A. Kobea gave evidence 
for the defence in the capacity of a. 
handwriting expert. He said that} 
although the signatures on the two| 
Jeontracts looked alike, he could not 

iy that they were tracings. It was| 
possible for a Chinese to write his| 
‘name in English in exactly the same 
way on more than one occasion. 
Purther, it was not impossible 
Ja person to write his name twice 
in such a way that the signatures 
would appear identical in every re- 
spect. Thompson's signatures on, 
the two contracts were not, in the 
opinion of witness, tracings. 

The Provident made three tests 
with compasses and magnifying 
‘glasses and found that the signature. 
‘of Crawley on both copies of the 
‘vest contract would not exactly 
superimpose. After further test 
the President remarked that forgery | 
was the most difficult of crimes t0| 
prove. 

In reply fo Mr. Schubl and after 
many tests, witness said that the 
similarity between the two signa- 
tures of Yang and Crawley on both 
Jcontracts were such that he w 
suspicious, but he could not say 
that they’ were tracings. 















































Experts’ Difficulty 
M. Chassel, of the French Police, 
jexamined the signatures and stated

In the U.S, Court for China 
last Friday, Judge M.D. Purdy di 
livered a judgment in the case of 
P. F, ‘Marinin, plaintiff, and the 
[Giobe & Rutgers Fire Insurance Com 
defendant. The heard in, 
Kaxbin in June las 
iin the course of a lengthy judge 
ment, his Honour stated, "This is 
fan action upon two policies of fire 
insurance issued by the defendant 
company to the plaintift covering 
a dwelling house, situated near 
Harbin, together with furniture and 
effects, the total amount of the 
insurance boing $15,000. 
thin a few months after the 

iesuance of the policies, to-wit, ow 
May , 1925, the house, together 
with its contents, were ‘destroyed 
by fire and the plaintit claims that 
he suifered damage to the extent 
fof $15,000. ‘The insurance company 
thought that the claim was excess 

ve-and that plaintift had beer 
fcuilty of misrepresentation as to 
the value of his property. On 
October 1, the insurance company 
repudiated ‘all liability for ny loam, 
Suit was commenced on May 6, 
1026, and the question of law pres 
sented is whether such action ean 
bo. maintained in view of the 
stipulation contained in the policy 
Geclaring ® forfeiture in case suit 
fs not commenced within three 
‘onths after the rejection of the 
insured’s claim. ‘The law upon thie 
[question seems to be well settled. 

“In my jadgment tho preponders 
lance of the evidence upon this ques 
tion tends to establish the fact that 
the plaintiff was informed by the 
agents and officers of the defendant 
[that he had the three months fron 
jand after October 31, 1925, within 
‘which to bring suil,” and that his 
failure to do so was cither tha 
result of his financial condition, ot 
the failure and enieston of, hie 
Russian lawyers to est promptly i 
Jthe matter. Finding es 1 do tho, 
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responsible for the plaintiff's neglect] 
to observe this condition of the’ 
policy, it follows as a matter of 
course that the plaintif? alone must 
‘suffer for such dereliction. 

“Tt is accordingly ordered “and 
adjudged that plaintif have and 
recover nothing by this action, and 
‘that defendant have judgment for| 
its. costs herein.” 4

A DISPUTE OVER LAMPS
